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VIEWS ON JAPS 
AND WAR

Students at the junior high 
school have not forgotten ‘Pearl 
Harbor’, and from statements 
made by many of them, it is ap- 
parent they have no intention of 
forgetting what the Japs did two 
years ago today. 

Questioned on her attitude to- 
ward the Japs, Grace Manches- 
ter, ninth grade student, stated 
that the Japanese deserve the 
hatred and distruct which Amer- 
ica has for them, because of their 
treachery and cruelty at Pearl 
Harbor and since. She thinks 
that the Japanese will always 
have a “dream of world, domina- 
tion”’. ; 

MUST STAY AWAY 

Barbara Clark fears that the 
Japs have forfeited their chances 
of ever having the respect of the 
people on the west coast. “The 
feelings of our people toward 
them are so bad ‘that a civil war 
will possibly break out if they 
are ever allowed to return to this 
section of the country,” she said. 

On the same subject Don Lee 
believes that “after what they 
did, we’ll never be able to trust 
them”. 

Bill Eden is in favor of keep- 
ing the Japs in their present re- 
location centers for three genera- 
tions, after which time he be- 
lieves that they might become 
good citizens. Jean Stevens re- 
commends keeping them from the 
coast until the war ends, “and 
then,” she continued, “I see no 
reason why they should be kept 
away.” 

LONG WAR LIKELY 

Many students expressed opin- 
ions on when Japan will be de- 
feated, but most of them expect 
a long war. Joan West thinks 
that Japan will finally be crush- 
ed in 1944, but Margaret Dahms 
expects the war to 
through 1947. Jesus Lopez ex- 
presséd the belief the end will 
come sometime during 1946, and 
Robert Browning picked 1949. 

The students have definite ideas 
on what will bring about the ul- 
timate defeat of Japan. Most of 
them believe that Russia will play 
a major role in the conflict before 
Japan puts up the white flag. 

Paul Elardi is confident that 
air power will be ‘the deciding 
factor in an Allied victory, and 
Robert Adler said that Russia 





will eventually furnish bases from | 


which we can bomb Japan into 
submission. 
UNITED ATTACK NEEDED 
Paul Berny, new student at the 
junior high from Pennsylvania, 
thinks that victory will come 
only through a “concentrated at- 
tack by the air, land, and sea 
forces of the United Nations”. 
When victory is won there will 
be the bigger problem of peace— 
which the students are not over- 
looking. They think that Rus- 
sia will be the power that Amer- 
ica will have to “play ball with”. 
Ed Nardy hopes that America 
will build up a great ‘trade with 
the Soviet Republic. Jim Curry 
is confident that this nation will 
live at peace with Russia as long 
as the people of both nations re- 
fuse to believe propaganda. 
Mark Horst thinks that Russia 
is a peace-loving nation and will 
make no effort to stir up antag- 
onism with America. Mary El- 
len Pierce, however, wants to 
keep a wary eye on the Soviet. 
There are no isolationists 
among the students. They all 
realize that America is in a world 
of many nations, and their gen- 
eration is ready to assume the 
leadership in a new world that 
a tired lot of politicos will dump 


into their lap in a few years. In 
fact, they are eager for the 
chance!
